A.  SILL 

To  declare  Lincoln’s  birthday  a  legal  holiday. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That  the  12th  day  of  February  in  each  year,  being  the 

4  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  is  hereby  made 

5  a  legal  holiday  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  be  known 

6  as  Lincoln’s  Birthday,  and  in  its  observance  and  effect  it 
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7  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  holi- 

8  days  within  said  District, 
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
